THE YACHI RACE TO-MORROIW,

It is idle to speculate upon what the resnlt
will be in the great internal ional yacht races
for the America’s cup, the frst of which will
take place to-morroWw Over an outsida course,
twenty miles to windward and return, If there
is a good breeze and not too rongh o sea, it will
certainly be o superb contest. No two such
vessols ever were pitted against each other be-
fore. 'The value of the trophy for which they
sail is mot to be estimated in dollars, The
veasols themselves ate the most advanced types
of the seience of yacht-building as it exists to-
day in the conntries they represent. National
pride and reputation are staked upon the issue.
The British gratification in the event of the
Gienesta’s victory, and our humiliation in the
event of the Puritan's defeat, will both be inten-
gified over that which wonld be felt in smother
contest, even thongh it invelved, as this does,
the yuchting supremacy of the world, beeanse
the historie trophy af stake has been the pledge
of an uninterrupted series  of  American
trinmphs sineo it was first sailed for and won,
thirty-four years ago.

As atest of the superiority of the two types
of boat no race could be fairer, and the verdict
will be generally received ns final and deeisive.
This question enters into the present  contest
as it has never entered iuto the earlier ones.
When one vessel iz obliged torace a w hole
floet, it beeomes o mere scramblo for the prize.
O when the champion is scle etedd on the morn-
ing of the event, and chosen speciglly to suit
the conditions of wind and water that prevail,
an obvionsly unfair diserimination is exercized
against the ehallenger. But in this case the

THE ROCK SPRINGS MASSACRE

For some months the contractors who work
the ménes at Rock Springs, Wyoming Territory,
have been doing two things well ealenlated to
breed serious trouble. They have been import-
ing Chinumen in large numbers; they have
been discharging a proportionate number of
white men to make room for this alien cheap
labor. There has been very serious tronbie. It
came to a head on Wednesday., The men who
wete diseriminated ngainst rose up in their
nunreasoning fury, not ngainst tle contractors
who were responsible for the existing state of
thiogs, but against those who blaumelessly
profited by it, They murdercd scores of
Chinese miners, hunfed a still larger number
ont of town, and burned all the Chinese dwell-
ings of the pluce. The wretehod victims were
treated with no more consideration than if they
Liad been so many mad dogs,

There can be only one judgment in Ameriea
touching the treatment which those engaged in
the perpetration of these atrocious acts ought
to receive. Whatever their wrongs, they have
placed themselves without the pale of sympathy
by their brulity and should be made to sufter
the extreme penalty. Law, order, justice,
humanity, fair play, the good name of the
conntry, nnite in demanding that they shall not
escape,  That there was much in the situntion
at  the mines ealenlated to inflame their
passions can readily be believed. That they
“ went for the heathen Chinee,” smarting nnder
a sense of injustice, nobody doubts, and a large
portion of our people will donbtless conelude
that injustice had been meted out to them,  All
the same, their conduct was without exense,
Their wrongs were not made right by such high
erimes as murder and arson, while the fact that
in their frenzied thirst for vengeanee they
matked the innecent and the goilty alike for
destruetion deepens the general indiguation,

One result of the Wyoming mussacre is
cortain to be a revival of the vexed question of
Chinese immigration in all that it implies.
